San Bernardino 
Has Five-Year 
Water Deficit 


There is a five-year deficiency 
in water supply in San Bernardino 
County, according to District En- 
gineer Edward F. Dibble, of the 
San Bernardino Valley Water. Con- 
servation District. 

The report, which concluded that 
the situation gives cause to view 
“with alarm,” estimated the de- 
ficiency in rainfall to be an ac- 
cumulated deficit of 22 inches 
since 1944, the equivalent of one 
and one-half years’ rain. 

Mr. Dibble said the valley’s 
underground water supply has 
been below average for five con- 
secutive years and is still falling. 
He pointed out that although in 
January it was hoped that the 
rainstorms and snowfall were sig- 
naling a good water year which 
would relieve drought conditions 
the area received only 12 inches 
of rain during the wet season, or 
about 80 per cent of the normal 
15 inches. 

“Runoff from the mountains has 
been below norntal, resulting in 
underground water levels dropping 
steadily,” Dibble said. ‘The de- 
ficiency is increased by an ab- 
normal amount of pumping done 
odecause of the dry years.” 

Underground water levels in the 
valley have dropped an average 
of eight feet, with some wells in 


upper parts of the valley where | 


the change is greatest, down 20 
feet, the report stated.

Not Going Well 


ACRAMENTO, (?P The 


citrus fruit in Soutnern Califor- 
nia is not going so well. That’s 
the report by the State Depart- 
ment of Employment. 

In one office in the citrus belt, 
the department said, about 400 
applicants for unemployment -in- 
surance were disqualitied for bene- 
fits because they refused citrus 
jobs. 

(The Ontario office of the de- 
partment of employment report- 
ed this week that a careful 
check of work applications and 
claims was made during the re- 
cent call for citrus workers and 
that no citrus pickers are draw- 
ing benefits from its office.) 

The recruiting campaign was 
stepped up recently following a 
conference among Governor War- 
ren,- employment officials and 
representatives of the citrus in- 
dustry. 

At that time the Governor said 
it was unrealistic to have half a 
million unemployed and yet not 
be able to get the 15,000 fruit 
pickers needed in citrus groves. 

The @rive has brought out some 
workers with agricultural exper- 
ience, the department reported, 
but many have failed to learn he 
exacting techniques of citrus pick- 
ing and have been paid off.
